Specification 

The amendments filed May 25, 2005; August 10, 2005; November 16, 2005; April 
5, 2006; July 25, 2006, and December 12, 2006 are objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure, 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. There are 
numerous materials which are not supported by the original disclosure, that the 
Examiner will provide some examples: 
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• The new abstract contains new matter. For example, the terms "keywords"; 
"single content page". These terms and other are not supported by the original 
disclosures which are new matter. 

• The new drawings contain new matter, Figures 31c; 31 d; 31 e; 31 f and 34a. 

• Furthermore: the paragraphs "one content page's object's object used to search 
other contents at the virtual server.. „" second paragraph on page 5; the term 
"create a history of visited contents for each user" on page 5; the paragraph of 
defining "cross-sale/cross-presentation" on page 16; the paragraph of defining 
"virtual hosting" on page 20; the paragraph "the first level has the hosting 
infrastructure...." on page 40; the paragraph "VNRI will use the third party 
server's e-services...." on page 57. 

These terms and paragraphs are some examples that are not supported by the 
original specification. The amended specification is replete with terms and paragraphs 
that are not supported by the original specification. Applicant appears to further explain 
or elaborate on certain aspect of the invention but in doing so has added new matter. 
Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in reply to this Action.
